Time Bomb Found

The death of the King, who 
was able to keep political fac- 
tions together with his prestige, 
may set off a major political 
shakeup. 

As 18th ruler of the Alaouis 
dynasty, Mohammed V traced 
his ancestry to Ali, son-in-law 
of the founder of Islam, the 
Prophet Mohammed. 

oderate- minded King Mo- 
hammed V had been the sovere- 
ign of Morocco since Nov. 19, 
1927 on the death of his father, 
Moulay Youssef, except for a 
temporary period in 1953-55 
when the French replaced him 
with Mohammed Ben Moulay 
Arafa. 

The French, who then ruled 
most of Morocco under a protec- 
torate, picked him in 1927 for 
sultan when he was only 17 in 
the belief he would be more 
tractable than some of his elder 
brothers. They soon found they 
were wrong. 

Ben Youssef, as he was 
known in his youth, proved a 
sympathizer with Moroccan na- 
tionalists demanding independ- 
ence after World War II, and 
the French Government’ of 
Premier Joseph Laniel decided 
he should be deposed. 

Ben Youssef was roused from 
his noon siesta on Aug. 20, 1953 
and wearing only pajamas and 
without luggage, was hurried 
to a waiting plane which took 
him to forced residence in Cor- 
sica. Following planes took his 
two wives and most of his con- 
cubines. 

He was eventually transfer- 
red to exile in Madagascar, 
while the independence move- 
ment in Morocco continued to 
grow and eventually became 
unmanageable. 

His most powerful weapon 
was his refusal to use his infiu- 
ence to quiet bloody 
and disorder, and finally in 
1955 the French returned him 
to Morocco and restored him to 
his throne. 

On March 2, 1956, France 
terminated her protectorate and 

Moroccan 


recognized indepen- 
dence. Spain also speedily re- 
Iinquished her protectorate over 
Spanish Morocco, and the major 
powers abolished the interna- 
tional status of the third part 
of Morocco, Tangier.
